Company. Stepping out of the Room to give fome 
Directions, I happen’d to hear Mrs. Lovelefs, my Inti- 
mate Acquaintance, and as I thought my Friend, fleer-. 
ingly cry———-W hy, what is Crackenthorpe but a Poe- 
tef{s? The Company was alarm’d at the </perfion, and 
Mrs. Wifeman wonder’d, how a Serious, Reforming Pa- 
per, tho’ larded with Jefts, Epigrams and pleafant Tales, 
cou’d bring me under that Denomination ; but when I 
found the Difpute growing high, I bolted {milingly 
into the Room, and told ’em Supper was jult ready. 

~The Cottonel proceeded, That Poets having a finer 
thréad of Underftanding, 4 quicker Angechention and 
mére noble Ideas of Things than the Generality ; they 








are intoxicated with Sublime Conceptions, fancy their Bo- 
dies, where their Imaginations Soar, and in the heat of 
their Poetical Flights, diicover the Lunatick in ail his 
Shapes and Pottures ; a Poem well finith’d is to them 
beyond fettling a nice Act of Parliament, they have no 
Plots but in Plays, and feldom any there, and a Comedy 
once brought toa full Third Night, is to them 
coming to a valt Eftate: They have no Notion of Ho- 
nour but in the Hero of a Tragedy, Friendthip butafor
